At aboat 9.15 la^t night, before 
oa« of the largest crowds that «Ter 
vftacaKd a w&ter-polo game, 3Co- 
GOI defeated thé In a 

Terr r xcf tUig match, thus winning 
tbe Oonlden Cb^, emblematic of 
tb« Dominion ChampionshlD. TMa 
is tbe firat time in the history of 
water-polo that thU cup has ever 
been won by a McQIII team, and It 
ie a oerUinty that thia po)o team 
I< tbe best that McQlU has ev«r 
had. 

Tiio McOiU team ahowod much 
better taam-^lay than the M.A. 
A.A., and- It was this that he)i)ea 
itiem more than anything cIbo to 
win tho coveted honor which thoy 
carried off laut night. ThU was 
due a great deal to the tireless 
coaching of Mr. B, Vernot, who 
spent a largo part' of his valuable 
time In helping them out. McOIIl 
must also ronsldor hcrBolf ox- 
tremul)- lucky In having such a 
Htsr swimmer and polo-playi^r as 
Geo. V«rnol on her team. Many 
is the time that ho ibas brought 
the team out of a tight corner by 
his great speed. "Curly" Walters 
also must not be left unmentlonod. 
Thoro are certainly very few, If 
any, who can bettor lilm in goal. 
It Is, perhaps, doubtful that tho 
toam would have had such a fine 
record, with no defeat, ollher In 
the Intercollegiate or Montreal 
City League, had It not tMîen for 
his fltorllnK game. It is very sel- 
donl that the ball o\-^r gets by htm. 
Flak has also contributed in a 
largo portion to the success of the 
team by his untiring energy and 
his very groat accuracy In passing 
and shooting. Vernot and Flsk 
together with Parsons complete a 
forward lino that would give any 
other forward line a very hard run 
to l»at them. Parsons is husky, 
a gOOd,»)>ot, and very fast. Al- 
though Parsons is regularly a de- 
fence man, he played a fine game 
on the forward Une in tho absence 



of Laldlcy, who wac onahle to play 
on account of lUneas. Roy Fob, 
on the der«oce,.*vM a tower of 
■treasth, and It Beaded some very 
fine play on tba part of more thar 
one opposlBff player to get past 
him. More than once an ILAJV^.A. 
man 'was just aboat to shoot, only 
to be smothered by B^oaa. Bas- 
table, his partner on the defenco, 
also play<ed a very, Una game, and 
gavA bis full share towards the 
victory. 

The UcGill team defended the 
■hallow end In: the first iiuarter 
Tn the firat few minutes of play, 
Fo8« and Venning were each penal- 
iacd for one minute. Hughes, of 
the M.A.A.A., wan also penalised 
about two minutas afterward. 
Shortly after Hughes returned, 
FiBk scored the first goal of tho 
game, and after this McGill man- 
aged to ko<ip a lead of at least oue 
goal, except at one time, till tbe 
final whistle. 

The Hocond nuartor began with 
the play for the most part In the 
McGill end of the tank, and Wal- 
ters made several spectacular stop;, 
but at last Frank McGill managed 
to noso in a goal. Vernot, how- 
ever, soon managed to regain the 
load. F. McOIJl and Vernot then 
scored one each, and tho whistle 
blew for half-time, with McOill 
leading, 3-2. . 

Tho third quarter was all in 
McOlU's favor, the play .being in 
tho M.A. A. A. cud of the tank for 
tho greater part of the time. In 
this period Fpss and Vernot each 
scored a goal. 

When the fourth quarter opened, 
one of the most exciting quarters 
in the water-poro history of Canada 
was played. M.A.A.A. were de- 
termined to win, so that they 
would be able to have a play-off, 
and the nod and White were 
equally determined to win, and 
bring the Canadian Championship 
to McOill.

At the lortnlghtly meeting of the 
Chemical Society held yesterday af- 
ternoon la the Chcmtatry Building, a 
large audience heard Dr, Simpson, of 
the Department of Biological and 
Physiological Chemlitry, on the sub 
Jeit of tho "Blood Chemistry of Ede- 
ma with relation to the effecte of War 
Goses." This was a report on an 
Investigation Into the effects of chlo- 
rine, phosgene and chaor-plcrln, car- 
ried on at New Haven under tho dir- 
ection of the U.S. War Department In 
ini7 and 1918. ■ 

The action of 'these much dreaded 
gases on tho animal organism was 
studied by the speaker using dogs as 
medium for the Invoetlgatlon 
Symptoms developed showed a strik- 
ing analogy to those met with 
cases of pneumonia. (Worlne 
large doses produced deato more or 
less quickly, and the immédiate ef- 
fect of exposure to thla gaa caused a 
rapid concentration of the »lld mat- 
ter in the blood, with a cor«w>ondlng 
flooding of the lungs with H<pild, de 
rtved from the surrounding tissues, 
Alleviation wa» produced by Jnfoslon 
of dUuto salt and alkali aoluUons, 
and also by Weeding, the latter tend 
Ing to relieve the orvercrowded heart 

Phosgene, however, produced 
first a dlluUon of the blood "which 
was soon followed by a concentemtlou 
exactly similar to that obserwe* In 
♦he case of chlorine polslnlng. Tbl* 
may possibly be due to the del%v In 
volved m the hydrolysis of the ptos 
gene. Acidosis w^s observed In the 
blood and urine tests especially In 
the case of chlorine poisoning. 

The haemoglobin under these cir- 
cumstances showed Itself quite cap- 
able of absorbing oxygen, but not Sn 
sufficient quantity, apparenUy. to 
satisfy the body tissues. 
Chlor-plcrin showed recuits rtmllfcT 

to those of chlorine. - — >

tion of tlie huge amount of experi- 
mentaUon Involved, and after reply- 
ing to many quesUons from the au- 
dience, the speaker waa accorded 
hearty applause, and the meetlnr ad- 
journed.

An Interesting visitor at tho R.V.P* 
yesterday aflernoou wa.s .Mile, Querin, 
who Is the Chief Directress of the 
Franco - Canadian Society. This 
Society baa for lU purpose tho up- 
keep of the Franco-Canadian Orphan- 
age in France. The orpbnoage Is 
for the care of the chlldmn left destl- 
tiiic by the war, many of wlfom do 
not even know their names. They 
are looked after entirely through the 
generosity of French and Canadians. 

Mile. Guerin founded tho orphanage 
herself. Inspbred In hor groat work by 
thrco thlngs-tho lovo of tho little 
children thera^elvcB, tho lovo of 
France, and the dcsiro to niulntain 
the friendship between the two 
countries. What aï\j> succeeded la 
cslablleblng Is not an orphanage. In 
the usual sense of the term, but a 
real home where tho children enjoy 
the family lite which, but for Mile. 
Oiiorln's efforts, they might never 
have known. . Thoy are tauRht to do- 
|velop and maintain their own peraon- 
lallty. After receiving a good educa- 
tion ihey are taught a trade. 

Last year the pupils In tho public 
and high scliools of Ontario contri- 
buted. »30,000 to this splendid work. 
Some schools adopted a child In tho 
orphanaRO ; some supported the Pou- 
ponnières, where the children under 
Kix ycar.s of ago are cared for. 
Thanks to .tho gencroslly of tho 
people of Canada, particularly those 
of tho Province of Ontario last year, • 
one hundred and thirty children aro 
cared for In the orphanage and Pou- 
ponnières, and ono hundred and 
j ninety in tho family. 

Mile. Guerin has bad many intor- 
Icstlng exporionccs. and the welfare 
of those unfortunate children Ik very 
closo to her heart. What could bo 
a more splendid memorial to our 
Canadian soldiers than that wo 
should care lor those homelesa chil- 
dren of tho soldiers who foil with 
tbemT 

It Is hoped that we will have tho 
opportunity of hearing Mile. Guerin 
Bpeak before she leaves tho city.

The next speaker was .1. 11. Slli- 
rett, the second speaker for the af- 
flrmatire." Ho began by anawcrlni; 
the points raised by the previous' 
spfiaker, hut apparently <1U1 not at- 
tain to Iho helKliI of his ambition. 
Btlrrctt spoke w/dl. and fIrHt of all 
referred to Ian Hay's book on the 
"First Hundred Thousand." Hi- 
stated that the R.M.C, only producoU 
nn annual output of forty-five offi- 
cers. This number was Inadcnuato 
to meet the needs of Canada, and the 
necessity of bolng propar«M] was c^- 
sentUI. "Our geographical position," 
fcald the speaker, "no longer places 
us In a state of Isolation." A Uni- 
versity military training is economi- 
cal, for the students rtxiiilre no re- 
muneration for RUch duties, and it) 
efficiency Is Indisputed. 

Ron« Perrault, i^oience '21, for 
McOlll, foHowed, and gave a well- 
. bought out address in 8upi>ort of the 
negative. Mr. Perrault uphold the 
training of the youth, hut that two 
courses like Arts and military drill 
could not run contemporaneously in 
one curriculum. The speaker woe 
undoubtedly tihe raowt fluent of the 
cv'enlng, and hl.s iitleranccH orca.slon- 
.'illy bordered on humour, which 
greatly deMglitod the listening crowd. 

The leoder of the affirmative then 
mad« a abort rebuttal, but be tIo- 
lated debating rulea, and must have 
lost In th« opinion of the Judges by 
bringing In new imatte«" at this time, 
which lAiould have been davoUed en- 
tirely to anffwwrlng his opponents. 

The Judges tlien retired, and Dr, 
i;eaeock gave & short humorous od- 
dreoB. He Teferred to the flow of 
' oratory whleh. had come from tho 
(rpoakers, and no p«r8on less than u 
professor, he thought, ought to 
speak at suoh a time. 

Professor Caldwell tb«n «poke dur- 
ing th« Interval. H« dealt rominbi- 
' cantly of bis career in Soottigh and 
Bn'glleh nnlTeraitlea. He spoke of 
the time which h« spmit studying 
both in Paris and Oermany. Next 
cam« Bomo remarks ooncemlng el^t 
years spent teaching in the United 
States. Dr. Caldwell referred to the 
interest displayed by the McGill 
Qradiiates during tho late campaign, 
. and prophesied groat things In tho 
coming year for McOlll, to whom ito 
intended to d(v\'ote the remaining 
years of his life. 

The exeltlng moment of tho evon- 
iiig had aOw come, and Rev. Dr. 
Welsh stood to reveal the secret of 
the evening. What would be the de- 
cision? Dr. Welsh said the Judges 
were unanimous tbatMcOill had won. 
Then the excitement rose and the 
McOlll and Toronto yells were given 
wjth vim and enthusiasm. -
